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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

To the School Board and Citizens of Sandown: 

I give herewith my annual report for the year be- 
ginning Sept. 1, 1920, and ending June 30, 1921. 

FEATURES EMPHASIZED IN 1920-21. 

The following features were emphasized in the 
schools during the year with the degree of success in- 

dicated. 

1. SILENT READING IN GRADES 4 to 8: A 
very marked improvement was made during the year 
in the rate and comprehension of silent reading which 
is the kind of reading that forms the basis of most 
study and of most of the reading of newspapers, maga- 
zines and books by people after school days are 
over. 

2. FUNDAMENTAL PROCESSES IN ARITH- 
METIC. With this emphasis the pupils improved 
wonderfully in their rapidity and accuracy with the 
four fundamental processes of arithmetic. There is 
yet, however, a general weakness in decimals, percen- 
tage and problem work. 

3. HEALTH WORK AND SUPERVISION OF 
PLAY: Daily health drills with open windows were 
given to stimulate deep breathing, correct posture, etc. 
and as relaxation. There are still a few pupils with 
round shoulders and a lazy, careless manner of walk- 
ing. Perserverence on the part of the teacher can 
eliminate these. Both teachers went out on the play- 
ground, played with the pupils and supervised their 
play. The aim of this is to prevent swearing, bullying 
and loafing and to develop habits of active outdoor 
play in the girls, a spirit of harmony and to teach the 
pupils a greater variety of group games adapted to 
their ages and strength. Each teacher was provided 
with two good books on group plays, games and folk 
dancing to assist her in this work.

ORAL READING TO BE EMPHASIZED IN 1921-22. 
The particular feature chosen for emphasis in 
the scholars for 1921-22 is not reading in the upper 
grades. An attempt will be made to produce the fe!- 
lowing: | 
1. Correct position of body and book and an 
easy manner. ; 
2. Voice sufficiently loud, clear and well pitched. 
3. Clean-cut and correct pronunciation. 
4. Good expression. 
_ 5. An appreciation of the spirit and worth of the 
better selections. 


GOOD GEOGRAPHY, AND HANDWRITING 


The pupils of the grammar school excelled those 
of the other towns in this Union in geography, music 
and handwriting. 


COMPARISON OF RURAL SCHOOLS AND CEN- 
TRALIZED SCHOOLS. 


As my opinion concerning the much discussed 
question of rural and centralized schools is variously 
quoted, I will briefly summarize my opinions below. 
The superintendent has no authority in deciding the 
iocation of the schools, however, for this authority 
lies entirely with the local school board. Both the 
rural schools and central schools have their advanta- 
ges and disadvantages; it is partly a matter of wis- 
dom and partly a matter of taste in deciding which 
shall be held. 


ONE-ROOM RURAL SCHOOLS IN SANDOWN: 
Advantages: 
1. Less transportation with its fatigue, discom- 
fort and long hours. 
2. The district already owns enough buildings 
ior rural schools.

3. People more willing to live on farms if school 
is near. 


VILLAGE PRIMARY AND one SCHOOL 


, Advantages: 

1. Better teachers can be engaged for the. same 
pay. seal | 
2. Hasier to get trained or experienced teachers.

| 4. Because classes are larger, the competition is 
more stimulating and more interesting to pupils. . 

5. The larger groups in which he plays ane 
works furnish greater opportunities to develop his 
manners, his pride in neat, clean clothes and erecy 
body, and to round off the corners that would make it 
hard for him to get along with people.

SAVING THE ONE-ROOM RURAL SCHOOL. 


Realizing that progress in the rural schools has 
‘not kept pace with the improvement in the village 
and city schools, the new State Board through the 
- Commissioner has given out the following list of char- 
acteristics which one-room rural schools should have to 

make them efficient. These are not requirements, 
‘but are urgent recommendations made after careful 
_ investigation and study of the matter by the State 
- Board. Of the 800 one-room schools now in the state

d. Hardwood floor. 

e. Good blackboards. 

f. Building used twice each term for community 
purposes.. 

3. An experienced and contented teacher with rurak 
interests . 

a. Teacher a normal graduate or with at least 
three years experience and two or more summer nor- 
mal sessions. 

b. Wishes to remain in the school several years. 

c. A desirable boarding place in which the tea- 
cher is contented. 

d. Teachers not to go home week-ends. 

e. A salary that will enable her to refuse other 
positions offered her, probably $100 more than the 
Same quality teachers receive in village schools. 
This additional salary would not come from _ the 
state but from the district. 

f. The general attitude of the community to - 
show an appreciation of the teacher; the additional 
salary would partly show this.
